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What Did We Really Work? 


If you ever wondered what was on during a contest here are two examples, the March 2023 ARRL DX Contest SSB and the February 2023 ARRL DX Contest 
CW. Note that in both cases DXCC was attainable in one weekend! Furthermore, looking at the band / entity lists many entities were active on several bands. If 
you note the disparity between the country counts from the logging program (DXKeeper) and the contest program (N1MM+) there is an explanation. Typical 
French entities that use a TO prefix do not map well into the logging program. They have to be manually entered into the DXCC List. So the actual mixed 
DXCC entities worked in both examples are low by one or two. Still DXCC is easily achieved in a weekend if you are willing to tough it out in the chair for a few 


hours.

Well F2 propagation has finally started on 6 meters. With the SFI around 190 it seems to 
be good enough. Here are few links. The first is a seminal work on F2 propagation by 5a 
James Kennedy, K6MIO. It focuses on 6 meters because of the uniqueness of the band ab “2 
but it does apply to HF as well. The second is a video on the South Atlantic Anomaly, a 
very good description. The third is a lecture on propagation.

It was a real eye opener regarding the relationship between the electron bulge during the 
winter anomaly, the geomagnetic equator, The Fountain Effect, and F2 propagation.

We have “) al ee ee 7 
had multiple weak sporadic E season openings since November! Many were strong = ee _ 
enough to support CW and SSB. It is the best we have seen in several cycles. The fall F2 == 1 1 1 1 1 
season tends to focus more on propagation in the Northern Hemisphere, Europe, Africa, 

and Asia. Summer sporadic E season which has been very productive the last several years! Hopefully this is a taste of what is coming at the peak! 


The table below is a listing of 325 stations copied this year. Note the colors. Black means they were loud enough to be decoded by FT8. Blue indicates they 
were strong enough to be copied on CW and Red is SSB. Note that there is a lot of QSB on 6 meters. Traditionally on 6 meters you call at the peak and wait 
for the response at the next peak, if there is one. It is time consuming and the QSO rate is much slower than FT8. Nevertheless, if the nay-sayers were really 
serious about the other modes they should join us on DXChat. We could shuffle the loud signals to other modes. There should be a standard protocol. If the 
signals are above the detection threshold for the other modes some DX, who can operate CW, should move off frequency and start working people on the 
other modes. This has happened in the past. Many have worked 3D2 and SM that way. Instead of going to the regular band segment they QSY to 50.300 and 
change modes. Again, if the nay-sayers were serious they would also monitor the ON4KST website and cajole the DX there to move to a different mode. Many 
of the DX stations would love to work people on SSB and CW.

We have worked so many South American and Pacific stations, many never heard before on the Magic 
Band. If propagation remains the same, in the fall, the tables will turn and we will be working Europe and 
Asia. It is quite possible that someone on the West Coast will work DXCC in one year... if not then during 
one solar cycle peak! Does this even wet your whistle to get on 6 meters?

French Equatorial Africa 


French Equatorial Africa was established in 1910 and was gone by 1958. It 
contains Gabon, Congo Ubangi-Shari (central African Republic) and Chad. 
This comprised a little less than 1/8 of the continent. Many private compa- 
nies went into the region and harvested many of its natural resources. It 
suffices to say that the treatment of the indigenous was cruel and today 
would be considered criminal. 


BELGIAN CONGO 


The territory survived both WWI and WWII though Gabon was controlled by 
the Nazi puppet Vichy government. In 1958, under what France called the 
Fourth Republic, a referendum was set forth to dissolve the territory and re- 
turn it to autonomous rule. 


It is unusual that Cameroon was not incorporated into the territory. Actually 
the region came under French and British control after WWI when it was 
taken from the Germans. 


Probably one of the most 
celebrated personalities in § 
French Equatorial Africa 
was the Lutheran minister 
and medical doctor Ludwig FF 
Philipp Albert Schweitzer. 
He established a hospital 
on the Ogooue River and 
dedicated his life to the 
treatment of the local in- 
digenous who travelled for } 
miles to receive medical 
attention. Dr. Schweitzer 
was a Nobel Prize recipi- 
ent for his philosophical view on the reverence for life. He is buried at his be- 
loved hospital. The grave is marked by a cross he himself made. 
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Amateur Radio Operations 


It is obvious from the table of QSLs from French Equatorial Africa there are many operators over the years. Most of them 
from the 50s. The earliest was the great French DXpeditioner, Jean Denimal who operate in 1927— 1928 as FQ8HPG and 
then FQ8WB in 1929. He also operated from FR, EA8, FF8 (6W), FM8 (CN), AR8 (OD), all of them but Isla Canarias were 
French Possessions. 


lvan Pastre operated from Gabon in 1947 as FQ3AT. He was on the ARRL Honor Roll and was in the French Air Force. 
He was also licensed in Cameroon as FE8AB in 1948 and French West Africa as FF8AG in 1951. He lived until the ripe 
old age of 102 and his fist was still pristine.

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Moderate Solar Cycle? 


N6RV has been tracking the SFI and SSN since 2011. The predictions for the current solar cycle, Cycle 25, indi- 
cated it would be a repeat of Cycle 24. Looking at the data, this cycle seems to be anything but Cycle 24. The chart 
below shows the second peak of 24. It is obvious that the current SFI far exceeds that and we had several con- 
secutive days over 200. The rate of change from month to month has been increasing. It doesn’t seem like it is 
ready to slow down!... And we are not at the peak! If this is a singular peak, meaning both the suns northern hemi- 
sphere magnetic pole and southern hemisphere will flip almost at the same time, then the peak may arrive early 
and far exceed 200. If not, then we will have another cycle with 2 peaks and those peaks will be 50 to 60 points 
higher than Cycle 24. In either case this will be a historic solar cycle. 


At our February meeting, Carl, KOLA, stated that, at best, the current predication is a moderate cycle. As it pro- 
gresses it looks like it will be closer to the biggest cycle in our life time, cycle 19. If that is the case we will be work- 
ing worldwide DX on 12, 10, and 6 meters at all hours... for the next several years! Can you imagine running QRP 
and working into the Middle East both on Long Path and Short Path on 10 meters for several hours. It is already 
happening in a limited sense right now! ClubLog leaders are nearly at their 2022 country count... in 3 months! Fur- 
thermore, the large influx of DX worked is not localized. Everyone around the world is working everywhere else! 
That is a positive indicator. We had 10 consecutive days of North-South openings on 6 meters. In the fall, the open- 
ings to the Middle East, Europe and Asia should be epic! 


You really should not miss out on this opportunity. Get on the air!
